BELCHERTOWN - After 27 
years of serving as the full-time 
Belchertown Fire Chief, Edward 
Bock announced his retirement 
in a letter to the selectboard. 

With a pending retirement of 
May 20, 2021 the selectboard 
wasted no time in discussing the 
timeline for Bock’s replacement. 

Beginning the con- 
versation, Selectboard 
members acknowl- 
edged Bock’s commit- 
ment to the town. 

Selectboard Chair 
Gail Gramarossa 
referred to Bock as a 
“key person in town,” 
and Selectboard mem- 
ber Jim Barry joked 
about his tenure of 
“millions and millions 
of years.” 

“We will accept his 
resignation with sad- 
ness and will have to 
put on something nice 
for him before he goes,” Barry 
said. 

Town Administrator Gary 
Brougham said he would pres- 
ent a more formal timeline at the 
board’s next meeting but gave 
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Belchertown selectboard members will be presented with a timeline on the process to replace 
Belchertown Fire Chief Edward Bock, who is retiring in the spring of 2021. 


an outline of the process in the 
meeting on Monday, Nov. 17. 
Beginning with advertising the 
position in December, Brougham 
said he would prefer the position 
be advertised for four weeks to 


“get a good qualified applicant 
pool.” 

“In the past, when we’ve 
had key positions such as this 
would public safety or top level 
management, we’ve historical- 
ly established a screening com- 


mittee,’ Brougham said. “In that 
regard we’ve typically done an 
advertisement for residents who 
may be interested in serving in

Air report 
for schools 
updated 


District reports 
original tests 
inaccurate

BELCHERTOWN -— An air 
flow testing report released by the 
school district in Sept. has been 
reported to be inaccurate and a 
retest was done, according to a 
report from Oct. 5. 

As schools across the state 
have begun to reopen doors to 
students in hybrid models, one 
of the important factors for main- 
taining a safe learning environ- 
ment during the COVID-19 pan- 
demic is proper ventilation and 
air flow. 

The airflow reports were com- 
pleted by Director of Buildings 
and Grounds, Eric Lebeau and 
Superintendent Brian Cameron. 

In the Sept. 22 report, Lebeau 
and Cameron identified three air 
exchanges per hour as the target 
and a minimum requirement in 
each of the school buildings. 

The buildings were originally 
inspected on Sept. 22 and retested 
on Oct. 5. 

Upon inspecting the class- 
rooms, it was found that the 
coils in the HVAC systems need- 
ed to be cleaned, which is cur- 
rently being done, according to 
the report. That has since been 
addressed. 

“Our HVAC contractor has 
completed the cleaning of all 
classroom unit ventilators at 
Swift River Elementary School 
and we have retested and mea- 
sured the air flow in all class- 
rooms and the vice principal’s 
office,’ wrote Lebeau in the Oct. 
5 report. 

“Larger areas with lower ACH 
ratings will receive a stand-alone 
air purifying device,’ stated the 
Sept. 22 report. 

Lebeau reported that “during 
the retest it was found that several 
classroom spaces were improp- 
erly measured and therefore the 
original test was not accurate. 
The new testing results show that 
after the cleaning of the unit ven- 
tilators, all classrooms at Swift 
River now meet or exceed three

that committee.” 

He said while he’s served as 
town administrator, he has never 
filled the position of fire chief. 

Serving members of the 
committee would include 
Belchertown Police Chief Chris 
Pronovost, Department of Public 
Works Director Steve Williams, 
members of the community, a 
selectboard member, as proposed 
by the town administrator, who 
also offered to serve “ex-officio.” 

Following the posting, the 
search committee would assem- 
ble beginning in Jan. 2021, 
schedule preliminary interviews 
and move to a second round of 
interviews by the selectboard. 
Brougham said the goal is to 
have a person appointed in April 
2021 “so there could be some 
overlap between the outgoing and 
incoming chiefs.” 

There is a job description for 
the position, which was updat- 
ed in 2013, after a compensation 
study was done. 

“Just be reminded that 
Belchertown is not only a fire 
service, but a more active com- 
ponent is the actual ambu- 
lance operation responding to 
about 1,400 calls a year now,” 
Brougham said. “It’s important 
that whoever is chosen to be the 
new fire chief has an in-depth 
knowledge of advanced life sup- 
port services and emergency 
medical dispatch which we cur- 
rently operate at the police sta- 
tion.”

Draft easement of Park St. tank approved

BELCHERTOWN - In its meeting 
with architects with civil engineering firm 
Fuss & O’Neil, Inc. as well as members 
of the Belchertown Water District, the 
Belchertown Selectboard approved a draft 
easement for the new water tower, slated to 
begin construction in Jan. 2021. 

For nearly 100 years the water tower 
located off of Park St. has remained a 
stalwart sight on the town center skyline. 
Architects and water commissioners hope 
to see the iconic tower stay as such for 
many years to come — albeit 60 feet to the 
south. 

The easement, which needs to be 
reviewed by the town’s attorney, will 
allow for use of the town’s property by the 
Belchertown Water Department. 

In the selectboard meeting on Nov. 9, 
Selectboard member Ed Boscher men- 
tioned the topic of parking. 

Water Superintendent Kevin Williams 
explained the proposed parking arrange- 
ment. 

“The design that we have incorporates 
moving the entrance to provide prop- 
er parking in front of the old town hall,’ 
Williams said. “It’s going to have four des- 
ignated handicapped spaces and 20 proper- 
ly marked out spaces.” 

Boscher followed up, asking about 
an area near BUCC, to which Williams 
answered the area will be, “turned into 
the driveway, so now when you access 
the property you’re going to turn left into

the parking spaces, instead of the way the 
driveway is now. We’re moving the drive- 
way to the south side of the telephone pole 
that’s there and then you’ll be able to drive 
in and park instead of essentially driving 
into the side of a car, the way it 1s now.” 

Selectboard Chair Gail Gramarossa said 
the board would get the item on the agenda 
as soon as the town’s attorney signs off on 
the easement to make sure the process pro- 
ceeds quickly. 

Earlier this year, the Belchertown 
Planning Board approved site design detail- 
ing plans to replace the aged, 100,000 gal- 
lon water tank with a new 250,000 gallon 
tank and tower. 

Although the tower would remain in its 
current general location in the back parking 
lot area of the Old Town Hall Building, 
safety concerns in particular have prompt- 
ed engineers to consider having the tower 
moved 60 feet to the south. 

Through the use of water resilience grant 
funds made available by the Municipal 
Vulnerabilities Preparedness Program, the 
town, in partnership with the Belchertown 
Water District, began the process of exam- 
ining projects related to water resiliency 
and storm water management amidst grow- 
ing concerns over climate change impact 
on municipal infrastructure. 

The near century-old water tank was 
quickly identified as a priority need for 
replacement with Fuss & O’Neil Associate 
and Water Resources Engineer Diane Mas 
told the board in January that concerns 
over more severe storms and the need for 
adequate long-term water storage prompted 
the commission to begin looking at pro- 


spectively replacing the tank. She noted the 
2016 drought as a primary example of the 
need for a reliable water source in commu- 
nities. The tank is primarily utilized both 
for peak demand periods as well as for use 
by firefighters should the need arise. 

“We’re at the point in the design where 
we have a good sense of where the tank is 
going to go, the size it’s going to be, what 
it’s going to look like. We’re at a point 
where an easement would be required from 
the town for it to sit on town property about 
60 feet to the south, south-west of the cur- 
rent tank,” said Mas. The easement in ques- 
tion, according to Mas, would be roughly 
9,500 square feet. 

In January, Fuss & O’Neil Engineer and 
Project Manager Kevin Flood estimated a 
preliminary amount of roughly $1.5 million 
to construct a tank similar to the current 
one. 

The MVP grants, however, are compet- 
itive. Moss said that with the most recent 
round municipalities across the common- 
wealth requested more than $30 million in 
assistance with only $10 million in total 
available. 

Both Flood and Mas said that moving the 
tank’s location and factoring a slight height 
adjustment would not only aid in superior 
water flow between Park St. and a second 
tank on Allen St. but would also serve as 
a preventative measure. Currently falling 
ice from the tower could jeopardize the 
nearby Old Town Hall building and moving 
the tower would help to mitigate the threat 
while allowing greater ease of access to the 
fair shed which sits adjacent beneath the 
tower at present.

Can you really celebrate Thanksgiving 
safely during COVID-19? 


Top doctors weigh in 
STAFF REPORT 


SPRINGFIELD — Think again before you send 
out those Thanksgiving invites this year. 

COVID-19 has so far put a damper on many of 
our national holidays including Memorial Day, 
Fourth of July, Labor Day, and now Thanksgiving 
— one of the few days of the year when families 
are surrounded by so many loved ones and friends 
under one roof. 

Health experts — from Dr. Anthony Fauci, the 
nation’s leading infectious disease expert, to Dr. 
Mark A. Keroack, president and CEO of Baystate 
Health who trained in infectious diseases and was 
on the front lines of the AIDS epidemic in Boston 
— are sounding the alarm about gathering together 
for Thanksgiving at a time when the country is 
seeing record-setting COVID-19 cases sweeping 
the nation. 

The big message from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) for Thanksgiving 
is to avoid travel, large gatherings, and limit- 
ing your alcohol intake, which could cloud your 
judgement in protecting yourself and others from 
COVID-19. 

Just about everyone has heard the old say- 
ing: “Mother knows best.” Well, in the case of 
Thanksgiving this year, it is “Dr. Fauci knows 
best” and noted his holiday “is going to look very 
different this year.” 

“T think given the fluid and dynamic nature 
of what’s going on right now in the spread and 
the uptick of infections, I think people should be 
very careful and prudent about social gathering, 
particularly when members of the family might be 
at a risk because of their age or their underlying 
condition. Namely, you may have to bite the bullet 
and sacrifice that social gathering unless you’re 
pretty certain that people that you are dealing with 
are not infected,’ Dr. Fauci told Norah O’ Donnell 
in an interview with “CBS Evening News.” 

Fauci, 79, whose age puts him at high risk 
for contracting the virus, noted he would love to 
have his three children home for Thanksgiving. 
However, they live in three different states and 
would have to fly home and use public transpor- 
tation. 

“When you’re talking about relatives that are 
getting on a plane, being exposed in an airport, 


being exposed in a plane, then walk in the door 
and say ‘Happy Thanksgiving’ — that you have to 
be careful about,’ he told O’ Donnell. 

Dr. Keroack agrees with Dr. Fauci and noted he 
is “mindful that the safest thing to do is to have no 
event or a virtual event.” He offers seven steps to 
consider “if you decide that the party must go on:” 

Make a plan how you are going to keep every- 
one safe. 

You and those who will be attending the hol- 
iday feast should avoid as much contact with 
others as possible 1-2 weeks before the big day. 
Partying the Saturday before Thanksgiving can 
put the holiday gathering at risk. Consider ask- 
ing everyone, including yourself, to get tested 
beforehand (within a few days of the event). 

Consider the amount of virus where the event 
is being held (red/yellow/green) and also where 
your guests are coming from. 

Think about the location. Outside is better 
than inside, but the colder weather has arrived 
and it’s not practical to eat outdoors now. When 
inside, big rooms should be chosen over small- 
er ones, and consider ventilating the room by 
cracking a window(s) open. It is well-known 
that improving ventilation significantly lowers 
the amount of time respiratory droplets stay 
airborne. 

Think about the people who will be attending. 
How many” Fewer is better. Are any at high risk 
such as those who are elderly, obese, and who 
have diabetes or high blood pressure? Remind 
people with symptoms that they should stay 
home (cough, fever, sniffles, etc.). 

Think about the event itself. How long will it 
go (shorter is better)? Loud talking or singing 
can spread virus more effectively. Food service 
— don’t have a buffet, instead one server wearing 
gloves should plate the meals for everyone and 
fill any requests for seconds. 

Looking back at #1 and your plan, how do 
you know you will stick to the plan? Think of 
the important role you play as the host and pro- 
tector of your guests.....similar to a “designated 
driver.” 

Still another factor to consider — what about 
those college students coming home for the hol- 
iday? 

“We know that many colleges and universities 
have been hot spots during the fall semester. It 
is entirely possible that your son or daughter 


may bring home the coronavirus, many unknow- 
ingly since younger people are more likely 
to be asymptomatic or mildly symptomatic,” 
said Dr. Armando Paez, chief, Infectious Disease 
Division, Baystate Medical Center. 

“They should be tested upon arriving home 
and quarantine until receiving their test results, 
as hard as that may be on everyone,” he added. 

A look at the CDC’s recommendations — in 
order of risk — to celebrate the holiday include: 

Lower Risk: 

¢ A small dinner with people in your house- 
hold 

e A virtual dinner with family and friends 

e Watching sports events and parades at home 
— even the Macy’s Thanksgiving Day Parade is 
going virtual this year. 

Moderate Risk Activities 

e A small outdoor dinner with family and 
friends who live in your community 

e Small outdoor sports events with safety pre- 
caution in place 

Higher Risk Activities 

e Attending large indoor gatherings with peo- 
ple from outside of your household 

e Using drugs or alcohol which can cloud your 
judgement and result in risky behaviors when 
it comes to protecting yourself and others from 
COVID-19. 

And, retailers may not be happy with this 
assessment, but the CDC also recommends not 
going shopping in crowded stores just before, 
on, or after Thanksgiving, in other words — 
“Black Friday.” 

Whatever way people choose to celebrate 
Thanksgiving, Dr. Paez reminds everyone to fol- 
low some commonsense safety precautions that 
public health experts have been recommending 
since the start of the pandemic to keep you and 
others safe from COVID-19: 

e Wear a mask 

e Social distance staying at least 6 feet apart 
from anyone not in your household 

e Wash your hands often with soap and water 
for at least 20 seconds or use hand sanitizer 
(with at least 60% alcohol) 

e Avoid touching your eyes, nose and mouth 

e And don’t go out when feeling sick and 
avoid contact with those who are sick.

In My Backyard 


ELLENOR DOWNER 


I received an email from a Hampden resi- 
dent, who sent some photos of pine siskins. He 
said, “We have been seeing rather large flocks 
of these birds. They don’t come to the feeders, 
but are busy feeding in the grass.” Pine siskins 
are just one of many birds, which come to New 
England in large numbers during irruptive years. 

The Winter Finch Forecast predicts what finch 
and other species such as pine siskins may irrupt 
into New England and parts south and west. 
An irruption 1s when northern birds move to or 
through an area in abnormally high numbers. 
For example, many years there were few or even 
no pine siskins. Other years there were many. 
Irruptions occur mainly due to food availability 
or lack thereof. If it is a bad crop year up north 
for a certain type of food, such as pinecone 
seeds, irruptions may occur as birds move in 
search of food sources. According to the finch 
forecast this will be a good year for purple finch- 
es and evening grosbeaks. It is also a year when 
pine siskins and red-breasted nuthatches are 
moving south in high numbers. 

The pine siskin is about 5 inches long with 
brown streaked feathers. It has a long pointed 
bill and yellow on the wings and base of tail, 
which is clearly visible in flight. It forages on 
the ground and in foliage for conifer cone seeds, 
weed seeds, insects. It will come to feeders in 
large numbers for sunflower or thistle (Niger) 
seeds. 

The female lays one to five light green-blue 
eggs with dark marks in a nest of grasses, twigs, 
rootlets, bark strips and lichens lined with 
feathers, fur and rootlets. Siskins build a nest 
placed on a tree branch three to 50 feet above 
the ground. There song is a mixture of twills and 
rapid warbles. The calls include “sweeyeet” and 
a buzzy sounding “zrreeeee.” 


I saw a large flock of small birds fly up from 
Wright Memorial Ball field in Oakham last 
week while I was in the town hall parking lot. 
I wonder if they were pine siskins. I have not 
seen any in my yard yet, but I will put out Niger 
seeds this week in anticipation of pine siskins or 
purple finches. 


Baltimore oriole 
I received an email from an Oakham resident, 
who had either a female or immature Baltimore 
oriole at her feeder. Usually, Baltimore orioles 
begin migrating south early. 


Other birds 
Two weeks ago, I saw a house wren. Last 





week, I saw two of them. I hear Canada geese 
honking from a beaver pond across the street 
from my house. I also saw a large flock of 
Canada geese in a harvested cornfield. 


Birds in Sutton 

My brother and family live in Sutton. They 
have a small pond that abuts there land. My 
brother likes to fish from his canoe and as of 
last week was still seeing a great blue heron and 
belted kingfisher. He said Canada geese are also 
stopping at the pond.

AMHERST - Imagine a poet in a boat, 
alone at sea, stuck in a rut of writer’s block. 
While observing his daily routines, he sud- 
denly finds his floating home filling with 
characters seeking shelter and safety. 

On Sunday, Nov. 22 at 3 p.m., the UMass 
Fine Arts Center premieres a family friend- 
ly, virtual, film screening of “Rock the 
Boat” by Sandglass Theater. 

“Rock the Boat” aims to get young 
audiences thinking about relocation, dis- 
placement and the interconnectedness of 
racial, climate and social justice. The pro- 
duction addresses attitudes about accep- 
tance of those who come from other coun- 
tries and cultures, and provides a narra- 
tive in which there is room for everyone 
in an inclusive society. As part of its fall 
2020 virtual season, the Fine Arts Center 
presents this screening free of charge.

Through private conver- 
sations that provide empathy and encour- 
agement, the volunteers will help SMVF 
identify strengths and improve their resil- 
iency.

REGION — The Massachusetts 
High School fall season wraps up 
at the end of the week, it could be 
largely seen as a massive success 
as many teams were able to play 
in athletic contests for the first 
time in more than six months. 

High school athletics were 
forced to shut down indefinite- 
ly following the beginning of 
the coronavirus pandemic. For 
Massachusetts, it occurred during 
the semifinals of the state basket- 
ball tournament and all state semi- 
final winners were considered 
co-champions and the state cham- 
pionship games were not played. 

Following that, spring sports 
were delayed a few times, before 
sports and school overall, were 
called off for the remainder of the 
2019-2020 school year, leaving 
spring athletes graduating with no 
final season. 

With the pandemic still ongo- 
ing, but numbers of positive tests

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Pioneers fall to Panthers

PALMER — Prior to this sea- 
son, no member of the Palmer 
girls varsity soccer team had ever 
recorded 100 career points. 

Junior forward Madalyn 
Theriault put her name into the 
history books by reaching the 
elite milestone during the Lady 
Panthers 7-2 victory over the 
Pathfinder Lady Pioneers at Duke 
Field on Nov. 9. 

“Reaching 100 career points 
has always been one of my goals 
and I’m thankful to have achieved 
this milestone,” said Theriault, 
who became a member of the 
girls’ varsity soccer team as an 
eighth grader. “It was definitely 
the hardest point to get during 
my entire high school career. I 
couldn’t have done it with the 
help of my teammates.” 

Theriault also thanked 
Nick Marciano, 
who’s the Lady 
Panthers girls’ 
varsity soccer 
coach, along with 
Celso Sandavol, 
and Dave Denault, 
who were her pre- 
mier soccer coach- 
es. Sandavol is also 
the Palmer girls’ 
junior varsity soccer 
coach. 

“All of my soccer 
coaches have real- 
ly helped me a lot,” 
she said. “I probably 
wouldn’t be the soc- 
cer player that I am 
today without them.” 

Marciano has 
enjoyed having 
Theriault play for his 
soccer team during 
the past four years. 

“Maddy is an out- 
standing soccer player 
and I think she’ll go far in this 
sport,’ Marciano said. “She plays 
soccer all year long, which has 
helped her a lot.” 

Theriault entered the home 
match against Pathfinder, which 
was played on a beautiful fall 
afternoon, one point away from 
reaching the milestone. 

The magic moment took 
place five minutes into the open- 
ing quarter. After receiving a 
pass from junior midfielder Ava 
Denault along the right sideline, 
Theriault fired a low breakaway 
shot into the back of the net past 
Pathfinder senior goalkeeper 
Jylian Augar. 

“T was anxious before the game 
and all of the weight was lifted 
off my shoulders after I scored 
my first goal,” said Theriault. 
“The rest of the game was a lot 
more fun for me.” 

Theriault who finished the 
home match by posting her first 
hat-trick of the season, had been 
stuck on 99 career points since

a 5-1 home win against Ware 
on Oct. 8. She didn’t record any 
points in Palmer’s next three 
games against Monson, South 
Hadley, and Belchertown. The 
Lady Panthers season was then 
put on pause for two weeks 
because of COVID-19. 

“It was definitely frustrating,” 
said Theriault, who trained on 
her own during the two weeks 
her team was off. “I just couldn’t 
wait to get back out onto the field 
again with my teammates. I’m so 
glad that we’ll have the oppor- 
tunity to play a couple of more 
games with the seniors.” 

The seven seniors for Palmer 
are Chelsea Bigos, Avery 
Labonte, Olivia Sloat, Olivia 
Coughlin, Jillian Lombardi, 
Miyah Mega, and Abby 
Rathbone. 

Ava Denault, who wound 
up with three assists in the 
Pathfinder game, and Theriault 
have known each other since they 
were in kindergarten. 

“Maddy has worked so hard to 
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reach this milestone. Everyone 
on the team is very proud of her,” 
Denault said. “She’s one of my 
best friends and it has been awe- 
some being teammates with her 
on the soccer team the past four 
years.” 

Denault and Theriault hooked 
up again about three minutes 
later. 

The home team was given 
an indirect kick inside the box 
following a head ball, which 

aren’t allowed this year because 
of COVID. Denault tapped the 
ball over to Theriault, who blast- 
ed a shot into the back of the net. 

“Ava has assisted on most of 
the goals during my high school 
career,’ Theriault said. “We prac- 
tice a lot together and we’re like a 
dynamic duo.” 

Denault’s final assist of the 
game came on a goal by Mega, 
who’s one of the senior cap- 
tains, which increased the Lady 
Panthers lead to 3-0 with eight 
minutes remaining in the opening 
quarter. 

Theriault was credited with the 
assist on the only goal by either 
team during the second quarter, 
which was scored by sophomore 
Gwen Dugan. 

According to Marciano, Amy 
Dugan, who is Gwen’s aunt, 
finished her high school soc- 
cer career with 84 points, which 
had been the highest point total 
in the program’s history. Dugan 
is currently living in California 
and played soccer at Dartmouth 
College.

With the Lady Panthers hold- 
ing a comfortable 4-0 advantage, 
Marciano moved Theriault back 
to defense late in the first half. 

The only position that Theriault 
hasn’t played during her outstand- 
ing varsity soccer career is goal- 
keeper. She doesn’t plan on mak- 
ing saves in the future. 

“T never want to be a goalie 
because I don’t think I would be 
very good at that position,’ she 
said. “Ill play any other position 
on the field to help my team.” 

The three Lady Panthers second 
half goals were scored by fresh- 
man Payton Baer, junior Caitlin 
Lebel, and Theriault. 

The two Lady Pioneers goals 
after halftime were scored on chip 
shots by sophomore Ava Theoclis, 
who played for Palmer a year 
ago. Her first goal was assisted 
by freshman Victoria Stephens. 
Freshman Sasha Williams was 
given the assist on Pathfinder’s 
second goal. 

The other three Pathfinder play- 
ers, who also played soccer at 
Palmer High School, are fresh- 
man Sophia Dobek, sophomore 
Stephanie Kozlick, and junior 
Cordelia Hageman.

dropping to nearly 0.8 percent, 
high school sports were allowed 
to resume with modified rules, 
few fans, and a limited schedule 
that introduced the concept of 
bubble play, something that could 
be considered tough for Western 
Massachusetts teams, which 
are used to leagues that are put 
together based on level of com- 
petitiveness in order to maintain 
balance in most sports. 

Most soccer, field hockey, and 
girls volleyball teams that partic- 
ipated had 10-12 contests sched- 
uled, and for the most part, those 
contests were played. 

Many schools developed a 


schedule that went from Oct. 1 to 
about Nov. 6. The final two weeks 
of the season were reserved for 
makeup games if schools had to 
shut down operations or for any 
other postponements. 

While there has been a major 
spike of cases and several com- 
munities went “into the red” 
under the state metrics measuring 
coronavirus transmission risks, 
most schools were able to get 
most of, if not, their entire sea- 
sons played. 

There were just a few schools 
with some remaining games this 
week, including Pathfinder, Ware, 
and Palmer. Quabbin, Quaboag, 
North Brookfield, and Tantasqua 
also had a few remaining con- 
tests to play this week after some 


Central Mass. teams had to shut 
down their play. 

Athletes persevered through the 
modification of play. More than 
anything, they had to get used 
to ramping up to heavy running 
while wearing masks, a rule that 
had to be enforced strictly due 
to the insistence of local health 
directors in order to control com- 
munities from any major spreads. 

While there have been major 
outbreaks the state government 
has attributed house parties, 
there were not any known cases 
of major outbreaks among high 
school sports teams. There were 
some isolated cases and games 
postponed due to contact tracing 
leading to some quarantining, 
but no major sickness among the 


teams. 

The season was also made very 
successful by a coordinated effort 
among athletic directors to have 
proper protocols in place and staff 
to help enforce mask-wearing and 
social distancing. Soccer and girls 
volleyball had extra staff used 
to clean and sanitize game balls. 
Girls volleyball cycled in new 
balls on every play. 

The season unfortunately con- 
cluded without any tournaments 
for the first time in years. This 
would have been the final year for 
state-sanctioned sectional tourna- 
ments. The state is still scheduled 
to go to a statewide tournament 
format next fall, when hopeful- 
ly a full, normal season will be 
played.

REGION -— The full Office 
of Energy and Environmental 
Affairs updated guide- 
lines were released by the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association were 
released late last week. 

The MIAA and Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education has been working 
with the EEA obtain guidance 
and follow protocols in order 
to get student-athletes back on 
the field.

made in order to make basketball and ice hockey play- 
able. As of now, the EEA is allowing Level 3 play, which 
permits contests between schools, but does not allow for 
tournaments. The MIAA officially cancelled the winter 
tournaments recently and the season is supposed to end 
on Feb. 21, 2020. 

Basketball and hockey both involve sustained high 
contact. In the case of basketball, there is also a lot of 
sweating that spreads between players through close con- 
tact and the basketball itself. During the fall season, girls 
volleyball, the only indoor sport played during the sea- 
son, rotated a new volleyball before each play. That may 
not be feasible in the faster moving game of basketball. 

Wrestling will not be allowed to compete in school-to- 
school competition but will be allowed to practice. There 
can be some intrasquad contests among individual teams, 
but no other competitions will be allowed at this time. It 
is unknown if wrestling could take place in the bubble 
season, as football will be the prevalent sport during that 
season and many wrestlers also play football. . 

Football is still scheduled to take place in late 
February through mid-April in what is being called “Fall 
2” or a bubble season. Football and cheerleading are both 
supposed to take place in that season. 

With talks of a vaccine now emerging during the past 
week, it is very possible that there could be modifications 
to each sports as the vaccine becomes more widely avail- 
able and individuals are vaccinated for COVID-19. 

The EEA is mandating face coverings for all sports 
with the exception of swimming. Swimming is also 
supposed to be able to take place, but with modifications 
made to limit the number of participants in a pool area. 

The PVIAC only allowed home fans at outdoor con- 
tests during the fall with some schools allowing no fans 
at all for various reasons, including the ability to control 
attendance. A few schools allowed one guest per home 
athlete in volleyball, while most did not allow any fans. It is 
unknown whether any fans will be permitted at basketball 
and hockey contests.
